HIGHWAY SIDEPATHS 


AVhy should people walking along our 


highways bo compelled to walk iu the 
path of a trackless locomotive? This is 
the question that is agitating many who 
use American highways—from the motor- 
ist who rounds a curve to find in his path 
a number of children returning homo 
from the country school, to the country 
lad who has to \:se the highway in get- 
ting to the cow pasture and the suburban- 
ite who walks over it to make a call upon 
a neighbor. In certain sections of Amer- 
ca the rural towns are so close together 
and the population is so dense that the 
country roads are used constantly by pe- 
destrians for lack of sidewalks. In New 
Jersey at the present time the matter of 
constructing sidepaths along the high- 
ways is being seriously agitated as the re- 
sult of numerous accidents to pedestrians 
on the highways. The state highway de- 
partment has given considerable thought 
to the proposition and it is not improb- 
able that the st-ate legislature will au- 
thorize the department to undertake the 
construction of sidepaths along some of 
the principal highways at least.

HIGHER GUN ELEVATION 


The question raised by Great Britain 


as to elevating the guns of war vessels to 
higher positions may be argued, either 
way. 
Great Britain may properly main- 


tain that elevating the guns so as to in- 
crease the range is an important altera- 
tion, and is a breach in spirit, if not in 
fact, of the Washington disarmament 
agreement. On the other hand, the "Unit- 
ed States may just as properly contend 
that it is not a violation, either in spirit 
or fact. This government is not disturb- 
ing in any way the 5-5-4 ratio. It is not 
adding armament to old ships, no^ is it. 
by new vessels, strengthening the navy. 
Therefore, it is living strictly up to the 
terms of the agreement. 


Great Britain may represent that any 


change on ships which would enhance 
their power or extend the range of this 
power would bo equivalent to the con- 
struction of more vessels. At least, this 
would be equivalent to strengthening the 
navy, while the logical implication of the 
agreement was that the ratio applied to 
ships as they were when the ratio was ap- 
proved. 


The question raised by Great Britain 


is extremely important. 
Its far-reaching 


significance is not readily apparent. Any 
signatory to the armanent compact could, 
on the grounds taken by Great Britain, 
hold that any increase of power or range 
of ships of any government would invali-

Movements have been started in many 


cities to "'bring out the vote'' at the No- 
vember election. Clubs are being organ- 
ized to induce people not only to vote at 
the election but at the primaries. It is a 
timely effort. 
One of the great weakness- 


es of the American citizen is indifference 
to the ballot, which is the most important 
right he enjoys under our xorm of gov- 
ernment. Everything else hinges on this 
privilege. If he would protect his rights 
under the constitution, if he would protect 
his home, his business, his family, his so- 
cial, political and economic opportunities, 
if he would .preserve his freedom, he has 
but one instrument, and that is the bal- 
lot. 


Approximately half the voters of the 


country go to the polls on election day. 
"We are now speaking of the presidential 
and general elections. In less important 
and local elections the vote is very often 
only a fraction of the total entitled tq. 
vote. 


People who do not exercise the fran- 


chise have no right to complain of incom- 
petency and corruption in government. 
They have no right to complain of dis- 
tasteful and poorly considered legislation. 
They have no right to complain of any- 
thing relating to government, or its ad- 
ministration. .The ballot is the one and 
only road to good government. If it is 
neglected bad government and inefficient, 
wasteful and selfish office holders are cer- 
tain to have charge_of public service. 


It seems that each succeeding national 


election of this country is more import- 
ant than the one preceding. 
"We are fac- 


ing this year an election of extraordin- 
ary concern. If 90. or even 80, per cent 
of the people would go t<j the polls and 
vote, instead of the 50 per cent that 
went at the last general election, we 
would be surer of securing the best pos- 
sible results. 
The emphatic or conclus- 


ive judgment of the country upon any 
issue is always desirable. It is more apt 
to be right than wrong, and if it is wrong, 
it wijl soon be corrected provided prac- 
tically all of the people are interested. 


DESSERT FOB THE FAT

rate, a growing majority of readers. 'Although few 
would believe It. I .irr. always delighted \\-lior. I 
can give a little good news here. So much of my | 
stuff appears to bo bad news, particularly for this \ 
expanding majority I refer to. I am forever telling 
them that if they would keep any control over the 
bu'.gings and tho billows they have got to do two 
things which fat folks just naturally hate to do. 
fast and work. Well, let's smile a bit. It is not a 
habit I would urge upon the overnourlshed multi- 
tude, smiling, but perhaps an occasional smile, will 
do no great harm—like tho famous occasional glass 
of beer which is most eloquently extolled by tho i 
chap who has about a dozen of 'em under his over-1 
size belt.

Xo less an authority than Dr. James S. Lester of I 


Birmingham, an urban community of 178.4S7 people 
and 319 doctors down in Alabama, would allow fat i 
folks their dessert even, when they aro on a re-' 
ductlon regimen. For. as has been shown by Kest- 
ner. 
asserts Dr. McLester. a dessert taken at the 


end of tho meal will grealy enhance its satiety 
value. Not only are simple sweets, when credited 
with their proper caloric value of no harm. Dr. Me- 
Lester assures us. but when taken at the proper 
time they win permit the patient to rest satisfied 
with a smaller quantity of food. If we would hold 
the patient down to minimal intake and at the 
same time satisfy him. we should add always to 
the heavy meal a little dessert. 


So there you are. plump people. 
Have a little 


strawberry shortcake. 


Too well nourished individuals should carefully 


discriminate between the satiety value 'Of the des- 
sert and its society value. The popular custom of 
indulging in food as a sociable pastime is to blame 
for a good many tons of slacker flesh. Next to 
social drinking social eating must be listed as a 
factor of impaired' health and efficiency. 


I have suggested in a former talk a "homeo- 


pathic" way to reduce—the practice of nibbling on 
a bit of sweet candy within the hour before regular 
mealtime. The satiety value of sugar, you see. tends 
to encourage leaving the table before you've quite 
cleaned up everything in sight. 


If you aro too well nourished—and for health's 


sake allow yourself a generous S per cent leeway in 
poundage if you arc still young—and disposed to 
take this suggestion seriously, remember that the 
excessive amount of carbohydrate in. the average 
dietary is responsible for most of the obesity that 
disfigures the land, or at any rate the scenery- Car- 
bohydrates, as everybody knows, includes all the 
starches and sugars that go to make up most things 
that axe good to eat. So count the calories before 
you call for dessert. I don't mean to say one must 
count every calory that happens to stray into a 
dish of dessert, but Just remember to figure the 
nutritive value of tho dessert in your day's total 
!ntake. A bit of dessert adds appreciably to the to- 
tal calories consumed, but it keeps one more con- 
tented with the restricted rations ana that state of 
mina conduces to success in the long run.

Answer.—Yes, it is better for his development. 


Sunburn . 


Can you recommend anything to prevent sun- 


burn? I burn repeatedly, never becoming tanned. 
Would it bo of any use to stain the skin, as a pro- 
tection against the actinic rays, in lieu of pigment 
of sufficient amount? (M. J. M.) 


Answer.—Yes. a staining or dyeing of the skin to 


a browniish tint would give considerable protection 
provided the dye used is harmless, but such an ex- 
pedient would scarcely be advisable in this climate. 
Exposure to the sunlight in gradually lengthening 
periods daily is the best preventative, as a rule, for 
that effects tanning of tho skin in most persons. 
When prolonged exposure of the skin is unavoid- 
able, cover the exposed skin with a thick applica- 
tion of grease, paint and powder or with zinc ox- 
ide ointment.
